Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Examiner indicated that amendment after final of 09 January 2004 
would be entered if dependency of claims 23-25 were corrected to depend upon claim 17, and that Ledoux et al was 
removed as prior art. Examiner indicated that more evidence would be needed to establish that UPJOHN were 
probably unsuccessful, particularly in view of Bosch et al. Examiner suggested a declaration by a disinterested third 
party. Also, the declaration should establish that other non-exemplified types of fusion proteins would have the same 
desired effect, namely effecting stability of the fusion protein in the seed so that it can accumulate in commercially 
acceptable quantities. If the declaration is persuasive, the claims as reflected in a corrected after final amendment 
would be allowed. 
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
